A Queer Heresy Trial. 


We have been deeply interested in reading 
the history of a heresy trial lately among the 
Disciples. We have been amused at some fea- 
tures of it, and pained at others. Our read- 
ers may derive some advantage, who have not 
read of the trial, by our giving a brief state- 
ment of some of its most prominent points. 

It seems that a _ certain Professor Van 
Kirk is the dean of the theological schoo] of 
the Disciples in the state of California, and 
had been attacked by the Christian Standard, 
of Cincinnati, as teaching skepticism, and 
also as unfaithful to the doctrines of the 
Disciples. Whereupon, the trustees of the 
seminary lately tried hjm, and adopted the 
ridiculous plan of securing the testimony of 
his students, as the basis for convicting him 
or acquitting him; securing such testimony 
by addressing the students the following let- 
ter: 

1. “Since many intelligent people differ greatly, in 
their definition and conception of higher criticism, 
will..you. kindly give your definition and conception 
of it?” 

2. “Have you ever héard Dean Van Kirk teach 
higher criticism in any of his classes?” 

3. “If so, will you state in what classes you heard 
it, and whether, in your judgment, it was destructive 
in its tendency?” 

4. “Can you give particular instances of the dean’s 
teaching of higher criticism?” 

5. “If so, will you name the occasions, and state 
the particular subjects under discussion, together 
with the dean’s views, as expressed in each case?’ 

6. “Have you ever heard the dean express himself, 
doubtfully, on any of the doctrines and ordinances 
as taught by the Disciples of Christ?” 

7. “If so, upon which, and in what manner?” 

It seems that replies were received from all 
but one of the students (and no reply was 
received from him), fully exonerating their 
instructor on al] the points suspected or 
charged. On this basis the trustees of the 
seminary, receiving the explanation of Dean 
Van Kirk himself (only six of the nine trus- 
tees being present, and one of them the pres- 
ident of the seminary, and therefore involved 
with Dean Van Kirk, and another one a 
trustee who had been previously taking part 
in newspaper controversy defending Van 
Kirk), adopted the following verdict: 

From the foregoing it-is evident that Dean Van 
Kirk has done his full duty toward the Seminary, 
the Oakland Church and the cause of Christ at large. 

Therefore, after a thorough and impartial investi- 
gation conducted in the presence of the three visiting 
brethren, herein named, we, the trustees of Berkeley 
Bible Seminary, hereby exonerate Dean Van Kirk of 
all the charges expressly or impliedly made in the 
said editorial] of December 13th. 

Furthermore, we hereby express our entire  confi- 
dence in his doctrinal soundness, and in his loyalty 
to the plea and position of the Disciples of Christ. 





In conclusion, we would call attention to the num- 
ber, the personnel and the manner of election of our 
board of trustees. It is composed of nine members, 
all Christian men, who represent the entire state. 
Three of these retire each year and their successors 
are elected by the State Convention of the Christian 
Churches of California, which meets, annually, at 
Santa Cruz. These men are fully sensible of the 
importance and sacredness of the trust committed 
to them. Should the board at any time prove 
recreant to duty, it is in such close touch with our 
State Conventions that it can speedily be called to 
account. 

In a later article we shall be pleased to give a re- 
port of the good work which Dean Van Kirk has 
been doing, not only for the Seminary, but for the 
whole brotherhood in California.

CORROBORATIVE STATEMENT. 


Having heard the evidence submitted to the Board 
of Trustees of Berkeley Bible Seminary, in the above 
case, and having read the above statement, we the 
undersigned, fully concur in the complete vindication 


of Dean Van Kirk. W. B. Berry. 
E. W. Darst, 
W. M. WHITE. 


How little the Disciples are accustomed to 
heresy trials is apparent from the foregoing, 
and from the fact that the vindication of 
Dean Van Kirk by that method has been set 
at naught by a few affidavits and letters se- 
cured by: the Christian Standard, and pub- 
lished in its issue of February 21, 1903, ac- 
companied by other affidavits of very many 
officials of the localities in interest as to the 
high reputation and standing of the persons 
making the charges against Dean Van Kirk. 
We have not space, and our readers would 
not have patience to read the testimony and 
the arguments based on it, which we have 
carefully read, the whole treatment consum- 
ing. about eighteen columns of fine print of 
the Standard. But the absurdity of trying 
a man for heresy on the testimony of his stu- 
dents on a matter of opinion, is strikingly 
demonstrated. For the very students them. 
selves would naturally absorb the objection- 
able doctrines of their instructor and _ con- 
sider them unobjectionable. And the Stand- 
ard sums up its case against Dean Van Kirk 
in thesé words, which we present to our read- 
ers that they may in brief learn the situa- 
tion in California among the Disciples of 
Christ : 

It has been clearly established that Dean Van 
Kirk does not believe in the inspiration of the Bible 
as his brethren generally believe in it, and, because 
of this, his endorsement of what Professor McGarvey 
taught at Santa Cruz on the subject of inspiration 
was heard with amazement by many who were ac- 
quainted with his previous teaching. “His illustration 
or diagram of inspiration, as presented at a Santa 
Cruz meeting, which wil] be remembered by many, 
shows that we have not misrepresented his teaching, 
but that our witnesses are absolutely correct in their 
testimony concerning his rationalistic views of  in- 
spiration. 

But we must bring this representation of evidence 
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to a close. ee am Bae 
sided and utterly inadequate investigation of rd 


whose president was involved in the charges to’ “be. in- 
vestigated and one of whom had pronounced judg- 
ment against the Standard beforehand. In a few 
words we sum up certain results: ~ 

1. The Board promised a broad and thorough in- 
vestigation. The only witnesses, so far as the report 
shows, were Van Kirk himself and his students. Men 
of age, character and influence in the community, who 
were known to be opposed to Van Kirk and McAneney, 
were not asked to testify before the Board. 

2. It has been shown that Van Kirk knew of Powell’s 
unsound views months before his resignation, and 
sometime before the Santa Cruz Convention. Thus 
what was reported by the Standard on this point is 
fully established. 

3. President MecAneney sought to retain Powell in 
the pulpit at Oakland after he’ knew that Powell was 
unsound in the faith, and finally would have allowed 
him to go away under the false pretense of ill health. 

4. Although Powell had for months been practically 
a Unitarian, had denied blood atonement and inspira- 
tion of Scripture in Van Kirk’s classroom, had pub- 
lished his heretical views in the Pacific Ohristian, 
and had been the means of keeping away from the serv- 
ices large numbers of the best members of the Oak- 
land Church, neither McAneney nor Van Kirk moved 
in any way in the matter until Powell told Van Kirk 
that he could no longer make baptism a condition of 
church membership. Only when Powell proposed a 
policy which would create a discussion among the 
California churches, and naturally bring criticism on 
the president and the dean, did Van Kirk and Mc 
Aneney act against their friend and protege. 

5. From Powell’s household comes the statement 
that “it was our study of higher criticism that 
changed us.” 

6. It is established that Van Kirk is, or was, a 
teacher of higher criticism, both in the Seminary, and 
out of it. 

7. It has been established that Van Kirk’s course 
was essentially the same as that of ‘the rationalistic 
Professor Lloyd in the Congregational] “Pacific Theo- 
logical Seminary.” 

8. Powell attended the Berkeley Bible Seminary 
and took a course under Dean Van Kirk. 

9. Powell, although called upon as a witness, no- 
where says that Dean Van Kirk did not teach the 
higher criticism; nor does he testify that Van Kirk 
was in no way responsible for his (Powell’s) Santa 
Cruz speech. 

10. Van Kirk, the paid agent of the California 
churches, was a peddler of infidel books at the Santa 
Cruz Convention, and recommended to his students 
books which Professor McGarvey says are bad, as 
works of reference in connection with his own (Van 
Kirk’s) course of lectures in the Seminary. 

1l. President H. D. McAneney, another paid agent 
of the California churches, has been Dean Van Kirk’s 
advocate, patron and would-be protector, and has 
uttered no word of protest against his (Van Kirk’s) 
wrong teaching. 

The evidence upon which our strictures upon Van 
Kirk and McAneney have been made, we present dis- 
passionately. In all we have said there is not the 
slightest trace of personal animosity. We have no 
quarrel with the dean or presidem of Berkeley Bible 
Seminary on personal grounds. From the start we 
have held ourselves open to correct any mistake we 
might make in dealing with this subject that has such 
important relationships. The issue is one of principle. 
With its well known advocacy of the faith once for 
all delivered unto the saints the Standard is shut up 
to one course of action in all situations like the present 
one. While liberty should obtain in our colleges as 
well as in our churches, it must be liberty in Christ. 
Our schools even more than our pulpits must teach 
the simple gospel and see to it that they are not cor- 
rupted from the simplicity which is in Christ. Our 
colleges must foster the most pronounced evangelical 
faith and be radiating centers of the truth as it is in 
Christ. And only such teachers may be approved who 
believe in the true inspiration of the Seripture, and 
that our holy religion is not an evolution, but a 
revelation from God. 


But for ourselves we can say that -we can- 
not approve the stirring up of strife by a 
man enjoying the confidence and trust of 
brethren who place him in _ position, and 
through whom he even receives his “bread 


and butter.” Professor Van Kirk’s energy 
has been misdirected. By his course no sin- 


ners are converted, no tears are wiped away, 


no feeble are strengthened, no doubting hearts 
are confirmed in faith, no saints are encour- 
aged, and no form of even humane work is 
promoted. 


The true follower of Christ must have the 
Christian spirit. He builds up; he does not 
tear down, Jesus said, “On this rock I will 
build my church.” And when speaking of 
the “law and the prophets,” meaning what we 
now call the Old Testament Scriptures, he 
used no word of disrespect. And though he 
came to establish a kingdom to endure for- 
ever (and though some have tried to repre- 
sent him a destroyer of the old), he emphat- 
ically claimed to be a “builder,” and said, “I 
came not to destroy, but to fulfill.” 

A barbarian can spoil a statue; but 
a sculptor is needed to make it. An igno- 
ramus could burn the Alexandrian library; 
but centuries of scholarship were needed to 
gather it. A child can ruin a picture; but an 
artist is needed to paint it. One discordant 
singer can spoil a grand oratorio; but a mu- 
sical genius was needed to write it. Yes, 
verily, “One sinner destroyeth much good.” 

But the absurdity of trying a teacher for 
heresy, by hearing his testimony and that of 
his pupils only, is further shown by the fol- 
lowing passage from the Christian Evangel- 
ist, another able Disciple paper, in its issue 
of February 26, 1903: 

In this connection we regret to say that the Chris- 
tian Standard, instead of accepting the result 
of this investigation and expressing its gratification 
at the same, endeavors, in fourteen columns of 
editorial, to impeach the decision of these well known 
brethren. In doing so, it is impeaching the integrity 
of the brotherhood of California, for the trustees of 
the Berkeley Seminary are selected by their state con- 
vention. 

We have no words to express our profound regret 
and mortification that one of our own religious 
journals, which has occupied in the past an honored 
place in our history, should prostitute its columns to 
such unworthy purposes. If any considerable number 
of the Standard’s readers approve this sort of re- 
ligious journalism, then, indeed, we have fallen upon 
evil times, and there is good reason for alarm at the 
growth among us of a spirit which is utterly out of 
harmony with the character and purpose of our move 
ment, as it is with the whole teaching and example 
of Jesus Christ, whom we call our Lord and Mas- 
ter. 


It is just to Van Kirk to say that in the 


Christian-Evamgelist of March 12th he denies 
the charges and conclusions of the Standard 
and calls for a board of arbitration to make 
a new investigation. This indicates that his 
first trial was unsatisfactory. Against his 
opponents he charges falsehood; saying, “I 
believe myself to be in thorough harmony 
with the doctrines and principles of the Dis- 
ciples of Christ.” 


OrHerR Martrers oF GENERAL INTEREST ARE: 
The appropriations of the recently closed 
Congress amounted to $1,554,103,514. In 
the structural iron and steel business, firms 
aggregating several hundred million dollars 
have formed an association to resist demands 
from their workingmen for increased wages. 
A Philadelphia company has secured a fran- 
chise to build an electric railway across Porto 
Rico, from San Juan to Ponce. The papal 
government is accused of forging a word in 
the concordat between Napoleon the Great 


and the pope. Political parties in Germany 


are making a coalition against the Socialists. 


Strike riots are becoming a common feature 


of daily news. Daily fighting with “la- 
drones” near Manila. The Government forces 
there are large, 1,300 constables being 
spoken of in one body. Turkey delays re 
forms, but hastens troops toward Macedonia. 
In one week in February the plague killed 
24,500 people in India. The rate among 
Europeans is less than among natives. That 
“National Civic Federation!’ How many 
strikes has it settled? The Ameer of Afghan- 
istan has decreed that no man in his country 
shall have more than four wives. The city of 
Kano, in Africa, lately captured with its sur- 
rounding territory, and added to the British 
Empire, is one of the great cities of the world, 
having 2,000,000 population. The reciprocity 
treaty was also opposed in the Cuban senate; 
and on the ground that it will only benefit 
the “trusts.” But it was later adopted by 
exactly the two-thirds vote needed. 1,313 
men were examined for that jury in Chicago, 
to try a coal trust there. If the trial fails, 
see how condemnation will be visited on the 
jury system; whereas the condemnation ought 
to be visited on the judge that could not find 
twelve honest men among 1,312. It really 
looks more as though he were trying to find 
twelve dishonest men. The Protestant 
eulogies on the pope are not remarkably 
sensible. Labor organizations at St. Louis, 
where the injunction was issued forbidding 
employees of the Wabash Railway to strike, 
have adopted resolutions asking President 
Roosevelt to investigate the judge, and to 
protect the people. Cleveland says he is out 
of politics for good. There are differences of 
statement about the Turkish atrocities in 
Macedonia. Truth is hard to get. The 
supreme court sustains the Mississippi law 
taxing sleeping cars. The Steel Trust will 
spend $36,000,000 on improvements. The 
Czar of Russia asks the opinion of his officials 
and their assistance in granting religious tol- 
eration to non-orthodox creeds. He is hailed 
as introducing religious freedom. Our doubt 
of the honor of the Czar is not yet over- 
whelmed by these announcements. We will 
rejoice, however, to do him justice, if he gives 
any freedom in any way. Let him give free- 
dom to Finland and Manchuria. England 
forces Venezuela to withdraw the blockade of 
the Orinoco. The Wesleyan Methodists refuse 
to enter the proposed union with the United 
Brethren and other denominations; wishing 
to adhere to their own position in favor of 
“the doctrine of holiness” and against secret 
societies and church entertainments for rey. 
enue. The coal trust men have been freed 
by a technica] decision of the Chicago judge, 
who directed the jury to bring in a verdict 
for the defendants, who, however, may. be 
tried in United States Court. (These words 
are written days after our former remark on 
the selection. of this jury.) The United 
Brethren, Congregationalists and Methodist 
Yrotestants are negotiating a denomination- 
al union.

These 
tendencies develop into a great force. Re- 
ligion does not consist in water baptism, and 
partaking of the Lord’s Supper. These are 
simply church ordinances and stand in the 
same relation to religion as does political 
actions to education. 

The soul is created with upward tendencies, 
and as the mind’s tendencies are developed 
by education, and become great forces, so are 
the soul’s tendencies developed by religious 
training until they become the ruling forces 
of our lives. Then we have “become as a 
child,” or Christ has found that which was 
lost, and we are moving up and up the lad- 
der of God’s grace, higher, HigHER, HIGHER, 
until by and by we will stand again in Eden’s 
realms, from whence we fell. Is that all? 
No! We will continue upward, “Growing in 
grace and the knowledge of our Lord,” step- 
ping on a tear here, a heartache there, and a 
little higher on a sigh. 

Then comes the dark valley, which is not 
only the “Mason and Dixon” between the 
chains of nature and eternal liberty—we are 
still moving—now we dip in the cold chilly 
waters, and wp, up, UP, and thus we move 
through eternity.

We have associated almost always with 
the word “patriotism” the thought of loyalty 
in war; ought we not to associate with it as 
well the thought of loyalty to the flag in 
peace? Ought we not to give new signifi- 
cance to the oft-quoted line of Milton, “Peace 
hath her victories no less renowned than 
war?” 

Is he the only hero who has won victories 
on the field of battle, or who has destroyed 
ships in naval conflict? I think that many 
men in modern times may appropriate the 
words of Scripture, spoken to Joshua, “As [ 
was with Moses, so will I be with thee.” We 
have too much relegated God to ancient times 
and to remote countries; we have not been 
willing to see evidences of his hand and to 
hear the tones of his voice, in the great move. 
ments that are going on all about us at this 
moment. The time has come for us to set 
before our young men in academies and col- 
leges and in all the walks of life these new 
ideals of heroism and patriotism. Is he not 
a hero who saves life? Is he not a hero who 
adds to the prosperity of the people in scien- 
tific discovery and in all forms of progress, 
as well as he who wins his laurels on the 
bloody field? 

We ought to set before our young men the 
vast possibilities of international arbitra- 
tion. The days of American heroism are not 
in the past; the heroic days of the republic 
are yet to come. Great statesmanship was 


never needed as at this hour. We want 
statesmen who can take their place beside the 
noble John Bright, loyal to his country’s flag, 
and yet faithful to the great principles of 
unbroken peace and amity with al] the na- 
tions of the earth. We want statesmen who 
can take their place, if God will give them 
the opportunity, beside the immortal Glad- 
stone. We want statesmen like Danie] Web- 
ster as loyal expounders of the Constitu- 
tion; we need men who shail speak with the 
silver tongue and with the brave words of 
Henry Clay. A new era is dawning for the 
republic. Questions graver than have ever 
arisen since the formation of the Constitu- 
tion are to be discussed before twelve months 
shall pass. God, I trust, will give us the 
men, with clearness of head, with warmth of 
heart, with loyalty of purpose, and with 
peace and good-will toward all the nations of 
the earth. 

Every, decade, certainly every century, has 
its special message to the world. As there 
is a diapason in every great oratorio, so there 
is a diapason in every noble life, there is a 
diapason in every century. We have been lis- 
tening to that pervasive, dominant, concord- 
ant note at the end of the nineteenth  cen- 
tury; and are now catching the mellifluous 
music of the twentieth century which is now 
sounding through its opened door. That 
diapason is the brotherhood of man. Never 
before in the history of the race has that idea 
been so emphasized as to-day. How glorious 
will be the music when all nations shall sing 
the song. It comes to us laden with the 
breath of a noble brotherhood. I love to 
think that altruism is not a mere name; and 
that those of us who were not born under the 
American flag, but under the British flag, 
to-day share in the great fraternity of Amer- 
icanism. A union of Britain and America, 
not for war, not as a menace to any people, 
but as an assurance of peace and as a bene- 
diction to all nations, will be the crowning 
glory of the opening years of the twentieth 
century. 

A little time ago I was in India. I visited, 
as all who go to India strive to visit, the 
Taj Mahal. I went there in the moonlight, 
as all who visit Agra strive to do. In the 
soft, sweet light of the Indian moon I saw 
first that dream of love, that vision of beau- 
ty, that prophecy of immortality. I went 
next morning, and saw it in the blazing, dazz- 
ling light of the Indian sun. I saw it last in 
the soft light of the Indian gloaming. You 
know the story, the story of Shah Jehan and 
his beautiful bride. Seven times she went 
down to that mysterious land of motherhood. 
and came back each time with a babe; the 
eighth time the babe came back alone. . He 
had promised her, sitting in the glorious 
garden at Agra, that he would build for her 
the most beautiful palace the world had ever 
known. Now, when his beloved wife was 
brought back to the garden, he said: “My 
Mumtaz Mahal, you shall have your palace; 
although it shall be your tomb.” He now 
lies beside her. He put this inscription on 
her tomb, certainly a remarkable inscription 
for a, Mohammedan, “To the memory of an 
undying love.” I pronounced it as I stood 
beneath the dome, and I listened. “Love, 
love, love!” The echo went to heaven, it 
came to earth, it softly rolled around the 


walls. Softer and sweeter it went to heaven 
again, and then returned to earth, unti] my 
eyes were moist and my heart was tender. 
To the memory of an undying love, that is 
the motto that must control the twentieth 
century, the motto that must . guide arbitra. 
tion, that must shape civilization. I woulg 
that we, as living temples inspired with love 
to God and love to men of every race and 
every color, might dedicate ourselves to the 
cause of humanity, of arbitration, of truth, 
of justice, of peace throughout the world 
with the inspiration of an undying love.

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Gold Standard For Boys. 


In the article, “Moral Education,” in the 
Educational Department of Tue- Heraxp, of 
February 26th, the writer asks: “Is there in 
the economy of God, any sex in morals and 
religion? . . . Will some woman tell us?” 
There certainly is not. There is nothing in 


the Word to lead us to believe that when we’ 


come to stand before the “Judge of all the 
earth” we shall not all be judged exactly 
alike. On the contrary, we read that “There 
is neither Jew nor Greek, there is neither 
bond nor free, there is neither male nor fe- 
male; for ye are all one in Christ Jesus,” 
Gal. 4:28. Neither do we believe the difficul- 
ties spoken of in the above mentioned article, 
are due to co-education in our schools, but 
in the lack of equal education in morals, in 
the home. 

“Who is most to blame?” The parents! 
Fathers are to blame when in the presence of 
their own, or their neighbors’ sons, they tell 
stories or use language that would be objec- 
tionable in the presence of their daughters. 

Last summer, my own son, who is just be- 
ginning to “make a hand” on the farm, came 
in one evening from the hayfield and told me, 
with disgust, that for every “tough” story 
told by. the other men in the field, Mr. X 
could tell one to match it. Mr. X was a 
leading member in a neighboring church, and 
was at the time superintendent of the Sun- 
day-schoo] and a teacher of one of the class- 
es. What can we expect of the boys, while 
men professing to be Christians and occupy- 
ing prominent places in the church and sab- 
bath-school, set them such an example? But 
the men are not alone to blame for the double 
standard of morals that prevails; women are 
equally to blame, in that they not only toler- 
ate in the opposite sex that which they un- 
hesitatingly condemn in their own, but 
they, either directly or indirectly, teaeh their 
own sons that they may do or say, without 
censure, that which would call forth instant 
rebuke for their sisters. There is another 


way in which many mothers fail in their duty ° 


to their sons; they do not allow them the 
same freedom and privilege in the home that 
is accorded the girls. Too often the boy is 
met the moment he enters the door with an 
everlasting, “Don’t,” that seems to follow 
him all over the house; it is, “Don’t go there,” 
“Don’t do that,” till the boy in despair goes 
to seek comfort and peace wherever he can 
find it—too often in questionable places. 
“What can the model woman do?” No 
great thing, perhaps; but she can begin at 
home, by giviig her own boy the same careful 
teaching and training that she gives her girl; 
by making home the most comfortable, the 
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“post cheerful, and the jolliest place the boy 
gp find; by taking an interest in whatever 
him and making a “chum” of him.

Financial. 


If Secretary Burnett will come to order, so 
that I may have the floor, I would like to say 
something, too: It is time you were taking 
the collection! 

The Christian Church is working under 
new rules this year, and it seems that some 
have not yet caught on. There were two im- 
portant changes made by the Norfolk Conven- 
tion in regard to the collections: 

1. The Educational and Foreign Mission 
collections change places. The Educational 
now comes in September, when attention is 
naturally turned to our colleges. And _ the 
Foreign Mission now comes in March, or at 
Easter, and those churches that have not 
taken it should be getting ready to do so. 

2. A second important change is the one 
providing that all mission money, including 
church, Sunday-school and Endeavor offer- 
ings for home and foreign missions, should be 
sent direct to the Mission Treasurer, address- 
ing them to me at the mission rooms, Dayton, 
Ohio. Now, they must come.here in the end— 
so that if they are sent to Brother Burnett 
he simply has to forward them here, causing 
him and us needless trouble and expense. 

It will be well to learn those two facts by 
heart, so that you can sing them now and 
then. Anyhow, do not forget them. And an- 
other thing always remember: When sending 
in remittances, always give the name that 
your church goes by on the conference. roll;

The change in the time of the Educational 
and Foreign Mission offerings is bothering 
sme. They seem to think that it will mean 
for their church to take five offerings this 
year. “We have already taken our foreign 
mission offering this year,” they say. Yes, 
you have in this conference year, but not in 
this fiscal year. For most conferences it will 
make two Foreign offerings and no Educa- 
tional offering this conference year, because 
the Educational will come just the first thing 
the next conference. Take the Foreign collec- 
tion now, and then next September take the 
Educational. So that there will be no more 
Foreign offering until a year from now. If 
you do not take it now, it will mean only one 
Foreign Mission offering from your church in 
dghteen months. Most certainly now at the 
faster-tide, when our thoughts are turned 
towards the cross and our hearts are warmed 
by meditation on the supreme Sacrifice, the 
spirit of which must always be the supreme 
spirit of the true Christian because it was 
the supreme spirit of his Master, no church 
and no pastor can be willing to agree that 
eighteen months shall go by without an offer- 
ing for the spread of His glory into the dark 
places of the world. It will mean that, if 
you miss taking the Foreign Mission offering 
this spring.

We 
are persuaded that it is unavailing to attempt to gal- 
vanize the church into renewed activity! The forces 
of materialism, worldliness, pleasure seeking, money 
making, and selfishness cannot be antagonized by any 
other power than the incoming of the Spirit of God. 
Nothing but a widespread revival of spiritual religion 
will meet the case. Only thus shall we be delivered 
from the fatal and criminal somnolence into which we 
have fallen with regard to his claims and his aims.

$500 had already been pledged. Our Sunday-school 
has been accustomed to raising $100 each year for 
Foreign Missions.

We then asked the congregation for fifty shares at 
five dollars a share, to cover the balance needed to 
support our missionary. In just twelve minutes $409 
was pledged, giving us a surplus of $150, and when 
the announcement of the amount was made, there were 
not a few wet eyes in the congregation.—Missionary 
Messenger. 








Educational Department.

The Commendable Example of the 
Southern Christian Convention. 


The brethren of the south have remitted 
their portion for education the current year, 
notwithstanding the change in time for taking 
the collections, which leaves the year Septem- 
ber 1, 1902, to September 1, 1903, without a 
regular educational call. They send $300. 

Shall we account for this on the ground 
of their sense of the fitness of things; of their 
well balanced judgment and appreciation of 
each department in its place; or by remember- 
ing that their Convention has _ supervision 
over their conferences and churches and 
makes use of an effective organization? One 
thing we know, whereas, in the absence of 
an “authorized call’ most churches this year 
are giving nothing for education. the south 
has for some good reason—this is no accident 
—given for education in proportion to their 
whole sum for benevolence. 

Can other churches do better than apply 
the last sentence of the parable of the Good 
Samaritan? Go do likewise. 





Two Prophetic Movements. 


No period in the world’s history ever made 
such long and rapid strides along all lines of 
Christian activity as did that of the nine 
teenth century. Nor did the feet of intelli- 
gence and virtue ever wend their way more 
rapidly toward the goal of human destiny 
than during the last decade of that marvelous 
period. 

As this grand movement was inaugurated 
and is now being carried forward by the 
wisest and best men of all the churches, it pre- 
dicts a revolution in the church of the Christ 
the like of which the centuries have not 
known. The church, as everybody knows, has 
been largely handicapped by the division of 
its forces in the presence of organized evil. 
The sublime mission, as everybody ought to 
know, of this late movement is to remove the 
cause of this unholy division, by relegating 
human theology and consequent sectism to the 
background, that Christian people of all de- 
nominations may cultivate the spirit of amity 
and co-operate in the matchless mission of 
propagating the spirit of the Christ. “Church 
Federation,” therefore, must be looked upon 
as the outcome of spiritual evolution. 

As Palmer University, as set forth in its 
articles of incorporation, is now and must 
forever remain non-sectarian, and yet thor- 
oughly Christian in its purpose, spirit and ac- 
tivities, its rightful place, therefore, is to 
march in the vanguard of this “Church Fed- 
eration” movement. We indicate the right 
of leadership in the fact that the mission of 
Palmer University is not to teach metaphys- 
ical theology, but to emphasize practical and 
co-operative Christianity; to magnify the 
science of the human soul and its corollary, 
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Christian ethics, While she is not to be a 


whit behind others in teaching secular knowl- 
edge, she must, nevertheless, seck to distin- 
guish herself by presenting the science of 
God as the apex truth of all science; the 
science of a Christly life as the object of the 
soul’s creation, and the ultimate aim of all 
science. “Life as a fine art” should be the 
aim and end of all education. 

As the light of the setting sun of the nine- 
teenth century kissed into life “Church Fed- 
eration,” whose heavenly mission is a unified 
church and a saved race, so the day-dawn of 
this auspiciously begun twentieth century 
discovered the presence of an angel charged 
with the duty of giving a new definition to 
the grossly misused term education. That 
great meeting held at Chicago the 10th, 11th 
and 12th of February last is destined to 
change the channels of thought and to turn 
the streams good-ward and God-ward. Those 
leading spirits of that meeting, such as Prof. 
Sanders, of Yale Divinity School; Dr. Angel, 
president of Michigan University; Dr. Gon- 
saulus, the eminent divine; Dr. Harper, presi- 
dent of Chicago University, and a host of 
others, have discovered that when the state 
universities teach natural philosophies and 
yet ignore the science of God, of psychological 
law, and of Bible religion, that they are un- 
wittingly “playing Hamlet with Hamlet left 
out.” Why the science of God, the center of 
all science, the science of the soul and the 
laws that govern it, including good morals 
and loving religion, should have been divorced 
from other natural sciences, is the enigma of 
all enigmas. It is equally marvelous why we 
should say that such a man is educated when 
in point of fact he has studied nothing but 
abstract secular science and knows pitifully 
little of the science of a beautiful life, less 
still of the profounder science of religion, 
and absolutely nothing of the matchless 
science of God touching his nature, charac- 
ter, attributes and will concerning his crea- 
tures. 

Let parents who send their sons and daugh- 
ters to the classic halls of Palmer University 
be assured that they will be taught secular 
science, not as an end, but as footprints lead- 
ing up to the central and sacred science of 
God as universal Father; that they will be 
taught the science of the soul and the laws 
that govern it; that they will have held up to 
them for imitation Him whose charming and 
magic speech, whose life of omnipotence holi- 
ness, and whose boundless love present him 
as the manliest man the world ever saw; that 
in the consecrated class-room they will have 
the opportunity of grasping the great science 
of religion which reveals man in his kinship 
to God as more than an animal: more and 
better, they will be made to understand that 
the science of religion is the only science that 
makes known the creature’s relation to the 
Creator, and the matchless obligation growing 
out of such relation of seeking “first the 
kingdom of God and his righteousness.” 

While the public schools have excluded the 
Bible, and the state institutions have ignored 
this book of the ages, nevertheless it will be 
the mission of Palmer University, as contem- 
plated by its founder, to place the Bible in 
the curriculum of study as the text-book of 
all that is beautiful in human character and 
lovely in the sight of God.

The Young Women of Japan. 
SY MRS. BDITH MCCORD, MISSIONARY TO JAPAN. 

Doubtless the young women of Japan have 
aspirations for higher education and for 
broader, better, and more useful lives, just as 
do the young women of America and other 
lands. But how little, comparatively, is the 
encouragement that they get along these lines. 
Think what America would be without the 
young women, and more than that, young 
women who are educated and capable of fill- 
ing positions of responsibility and usefulness 
and who are also leaders in society, in the 
home, and in the church. 

Ah, how different it all is in this land. 
True, the daughter may be loved by her 
parents and friends, but she. must be kept in 
the background. Her brothers fill the schools 
to overflowing; they hold the responsible po- 
sitions; they are first in everything. Evident- 
ly they have come to regard this as_ their 
rightful place, and in public or private gath- 
erings they take the best places and the young 
women must stand or sit back. It is certain. 
ly commendable in the young men to desire to 
stand high in the world; but we see also an- 
other side to the question and feel that the 
young women, too, have rights. 

, Bright, beautiful girls and young women 
are sold into lives of sin and shame, and what 
can they do but submit and exist in sin, while 
the parents or guardians receive the unholy 
money. But you ask, Why do they not assert 
themselves and leave such lives? Because 
they believe that they must reverence and 
obey their parents who have sold them intu 
these positions, and more than that, they are 
not fitted to earn a livelihood for themselves. 
Sometimes they do escape and enter rescue 
homes, and in the majority of such cases, 
prove themselves worthy, capable girls. 


It is the same in regard to the school ques 
tion. As I said before, these young women 
have higher aspirations, and they too gladly 
enter the schools and are constantly proving 
that it was lack of opportunity and not of 
ability that has kept them behind their broth- 
ers. And shall we not also give them oppor- 
tunities to learn about Christianity? 

Even yet it is easier to work with the 
young men, they come in larger numbers, and 
results seem greater. But what about the 
girls and women—because it is more difficult 
to reach them shall we neglect them? No, 
indeed! Japan needs educated Christian 
young women just as much as America does, 
and to help win these young women to Christ 
is the noblest work that any women can 
choose. We need women to work among the 
women. 

Sisters in the homeland, I know how much 
you appreciate your advantages and how 
dearly you love home, but are there not some 
who can and will come to Japan to ltelp lead

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A Mission Study of Africa.

In the highest sense God was Israel’s gq. 
vior. Israel was precious in his sight. Goq 
loved her. He would give Ethiopia for her 
ransom. Because God was in Israel Ethiopia 
should come to her in chains, and in suppli- 
cation and be tributary to her in God’s work. 
God had said, “From beyond the rivers of 
Ethiopia my suppliant shall bring mine offer. 
ing.” They from Sheba should come with 
rich gifte praising the Lord. Verified in a 
striking manner when the Queen of Sheba 
came to Jerusalem with a train, with spices 
and gold and precious stone, which she pre 
sented to the king, and she blessed the name 
of the Lord. When captivity had been led 
captive the Lord had promised to bring again 
his people. The people saw the goings of God: 
in the sanctuary and they blessed God in the 
congregation, as had been said, kings brought 
their presents to God. Then there was sup- 
plication for rebuke to be administered to 
their enemies. When God scattered the peo. 
ple that delighted in war, then “Ethiopia 
shall soon stretch out her hands to God,” and 
ascriptions of praise should- be rendered un- 
to him. Now the mind runs forward to the 
glorious time, so long prophesied, when the 
Christian church, the bride of Christ, be pros- 
pered in her work of gathering all nations 
unto the Lord, when the kingdoms of the 
world shall become the kingdom of the Lord 
and of his Christ. Then it shall be said of 
Zion, “this and that man were born in her, they 
of Ethiopia were born there.” Ane, Simon of 
Cyrene, who was with Christ in his ignominy 
of bearing the cross up Calvary; another, the 
treasurer of Candace, Queen of Ethiopia, the 
eunuch who believed that Jesus is the Son of 
God, and was baptized by Philip and rejoiced. 
Africa is the continent that sheltered Jesus 
when pursued by his foes. The only continent 
outside of that in which he was born, that he 
is known to have entered. Here in the first 
centuries of the Christian era Christianity 
made ripid strides, introduced, as is believed, 
by the apostles Mark and Philip. The center 
of the beginnings was Alexandria, where was 
established the first school of Christian theol- 
ogy of which there is record. With it was as- 
sociated the noble names of Clement and 
Origen. 

Early in the seventh century Mohammed 
began his aggressive warfare to establish his 
religion in Africa. In succeeding centuries 
his followers have made conquests among 
both Christians and pagans under the banner 
of Islam, “which is the banner of blood.” 
For ten centuries North Africa has been dom- 
inated by Mohammedanism, which fosters 
polygamy, the slave trade and fetishism. 
Mohammedanism presents an almost impreg- 
nable barrier against Christianity. African 
paganism is of the lowest type. Although 
they have not the elaborate image worship of 
India, they have:the most hideous idols, and 
their worstip is of the grossest form. Fetish- 
ism is universal. Their so-called gods are 
spirits or demons. There is universal faith 
in witchcraft and medicine men. These sub- 
ject their victims to the most revolting and 
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artrocious cruelties. A fetich is a charm; it 
may be any object—a stick, a stone, a shell, 
or whatever, with power imparted to it by the 
medicine-men to guard against evil or to se 
cure blessing. In some sections at the death 
of a king or chief, in order that he may be 
honorably attended in the spirit world, his 
wives and slaves are buried alive with him. 
The abodes of heathenism are the habitations 
of cruelty, vice, desolation and despair. 
From the midst of this darkness, desola- 
tion and death “Ethiopia stretched out her 
hands to God,” and her bitter wailings reach- 
ed such noble, consecrated, holy men as 
Moffat, Livingstone, Mackay, A. C. Good, and 
Pilkington of Uganda, and they laid down 
their lives for the redemption of the “Dark 
Continent.” In these days of modern mis- 
sions it can be said of those in Zion, “These 
from Ethiopia are born in her.” And yet. 
from the chains of Catholicism, Mohammedan- 
ism, Paganism, the teeming millions of Africa 
stretch out their hands to God—and Christian 


Endeavorers, to you.

of course it is more than one book, it is 66 
books in one, and these are selected from the 
noblest and purest literature of a race that 
once enjoyed a peculiar fellowship with God; 
and its records and writings are the product 
of inspiration which came of that fellowship.

*This is the book we are to teach in the Sun- 
day-school. The Sunday-school exists for the 
sake of bringing that book in its spirit and 
life into touch with the life of humanity to- 
day. It goes without saying that the Sunday- 
school has a great mission, and should be 
made as effective as possible for the high and 
holy calling it has espoused. 

Sunday-school associations, town, district. 
county, state, national, international, and 
world, are organized and conducted to improve 
the Sunday-school and make it more effective 
in its work of discipling all nations, and mak- 
ing men wise unto salvation through faith 
that is in Christ Jesus. The methods of Sun- 
day-school work have been greatly improved 
by this means, indeed, we might almost say 
that all Sunday-school methods have been 
created by such means, for most of the work 
of the former times was without method, and 
in organization, grading, equipment, teach’ 
ing, and co-operation, the Sunday-school' work 
of to-day is far in advance of that of any 
other age. 

The best way to make all this progress and 
improvement for the Sunday-school worker 
and the local school is to have a Conference 
officer who shall make a business of bringing 
these things to the attention and knowledge 
of the workers in. the local schools. 


Some of our conferences have such an of.- 
ficer, and some have not. Let each conference 
appoint a Sunday-school Secretary. Do it 
now. It may be done by the Executive Board 
by special appointment, to stand until the 
next annual session. 

Have you such an officer? Then make 
some use of him. See to it that your Sunday- 
school secretary is in attendance at some or 
all the Sunday-school Conventions within 
his reach. If you wish him to become en- 
thusiastic in the work send him to a state or

receiving knowledge; but the understand- 
ing of what is right.

St. Augustine and His Age, by Josepn 
McCabe, author of “Peter Abelard,” ete. 
8vo., half vellum, with portrait, 515 
pages, $2.00. (By mail, $2.20.) G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, New York This is prob- 
ably the best life of Saint Augustine ever 
published It follows along the line of 
his psychological development and _at- 
taches very little, if any, importance to 
the “Confessions” as an indication of his 
true character. These were written thir- 
teen years after his conversion, and are 
addressed to his Maker. They represent 
his personal estimate of his former lite 
from the high attitude of later spiritual 
growth and power. Mr. McCabe says 
that the facts as given by St. Augustine 
do not prove him to have been a lover of 
the pleasures of life, but, rather, a de- 
vout student of higher things, and, he 
says, “the very altitude of his lofty 
ideals of later years, from which he 
writes the ‘Confessions,’ spoils the psy- 
chological interest in them.” The pres- 
ent work evinces thorough research, clear 
thinking and a style which addds to the 
attractiveness of the work.

This is an immense task, as 
they number about one thousand vol- 
umes. The publishers have done a good 
work in bringing out this life of Saint 
Augusfine, and that of “Peter Abelard,” 


by the same author, whose scholastic 
and ecclesiastic training has especially 
fitted him for the work.

Obituaries. 


REY. H. I. NHWITT, 


Rev. Henry Irving Newitt, an honored 
minister of the gospel in the Christian de- 
nomination and widely known in Madison 
and adjoining counties, was born on Qua- 
ker Hill in the town of DeRuyter, N. Y., 
May 30, 1827. 

The mother, Catherine Irving Newitt, 
died when Henry was a little boy, just tall 
enough to look over the side of the coffin 
and see that saintly face, forever impriuted 
on his memory. His father married twice 
afterwards and died October 29, 1880, in 
his 87th year, honored and respected by all. 

In the home on Quaker Hill with its 
busy labors, pleasant friendships and relig- 
ious meetings, Henry Irving Newitt grew 
up a hearty, vigorous and earnest man, 
ready for his long life of labors and suf- 
ferings. 

On the ist-of March, 1848, he was hap- 
pily married to Huldah, daughter of David 
and Esther Hunt Wood, and God blessed 
them with five children. All these lived 
to grow up and were married and settled 
within easy reach of home, to the great 
comfort of their parents. 

Barly in their married life Mr. and Mrs. 
Newitt made a public profession of relig- 
ion, and together they joined the Christian 
Church, and about the year 1868 he was 





ordained at the Wibert school house to the 
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gospel ministry by Rev. David Wilcox and 
Bilder ‘Tyler, and became a member of “The 
New York Southern Christian Conference.” 
At times he was .engaged as pastor and did 
@ great deal of evangelistic work and was 
continually invited to preach funeral ser- 
mons, but like the apostle Paul he sought 
to honor God by continually laboring with 
his hands for the support of himself and 
his family. 

In the year 1876 their house on Quaker 
Hill accidentally caught fire and was de- 
stroyed, together with almost ali their 
household goods and his library and papers 
he so highly prised. 


In March, 1806, Bilder Newitt married 
Mrs. Eliza W. Tripp, who was a diligent 
housekeeper, a loving neighbor and devoted 
wife. 

On September 29, 1896, Elder Newitt fell 
from a tree and severely injured his ankle, 
necesitating months and years of suffering. 
During all these days and nights of pain 
and agony and lockjaw, the beloved wife 
cared for him so gently and patiently till 
he was comparatively well. And then she 
peacefully passed away, October 22, 1900. 

Again bereft of a helpful companion, 
Bilder Newitt spent much of his time with 
his children and filling occasional appoint- 
ments in the pulpit. On April 10, 1902, 
he was married to Mrs. Hmeline Joslin, of 
Cazenovia, and seemed again to be com- 
fortably situated. Last November they 
spent Thanksgiving at the home of his 
youngest daughter, Mrs. W. HB. Adams, at 
Chenango Forkg. Soon after their return 
his health began to fail from liver and 
heart trouble, and though all was done to 
help him, he steadily grew weaker and en 
the morning of February 26, 1903, he 
passed away, saying, “It is bright. The 
gate is wide open and the Father is reach- 
ing out his hand for me.” The funeral 
service was held February 28th, and a 
large company gathered to look upon his 
face for the last time. The children were 
all there. 

Bilder Newitt was blest with an abiding 
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confidence in God’s overruling Providence 
and a strong faith in Jesus Christ, who 
would bring him off conquerer over all his 
trials and sufferings. This confidence and 
this faith sustained him and gave him the 
victory.
